{■2) R=QLJ'i:E,V.lr-MT.— Any person in possession of (or obligated with 
respect 'o) property or rights to property subfect to levy upon v/hich a 
levy has been made ^ha!!, upon demand of the Secretary or his de'sgata, 
surrender such property or rights (or ciiccharge such obligation) to the 


Secretary or his delegate, except such part of the property or rights ss 
is, at the time of such demand, subject to an attachment or execution 
under any [udicial process. 

(b) PENALTY FOR VIOLATION.— Any person who fails or refuses to 
surrender as required by subsection (a) any property or rights to prop- 
erty, sub|ecf to levy, upon demand by the Secretary or his delegate, shall 
be liable in his own person and estate to the United States In a sum 
equal to the value of the property or rights not so surrendered, but not 
exceeding the amount of the taxes for the collection of which such levy 
has been made, together with costs and Interest on such sum at the rat* 
of 6 percent par annum from the date of such levy. 

(c) PERSON DEFINED.— The term "person," as used in subsection 
(a). Includes an officer or employee of a corporation or a member or 
employee of a partnership, who as such officer, employee, or member Is 
under a duty to surrender the property or rights to property, or to dls* 
charge the obligation. 

SEC. 6333, PRODUCTION OF BOOKS. 

If a levy has been made or is about to be made on any property, or 
right to property, any person having custody or control of arty books or 
records, containing evidence or statements relating to the property or 
right to property subject to levy, shall, upon dejnand of the Secretary or 
his delegate, exhibit such books or records to the Secretary or his delegate. 
SEC. 6334. PROPERTY EXEMPT FROM LEVY. _ 

(a) ENUMERATION.-There shall be exempt from levy- 

(1) Wearing Apparel and School Books. Such items of v/earing ap- 
parel and such school books as are necessary for the taxpayer or for 
members of his family; 

(2) Fuel, Pfovisions, Furniture, and Persona! Effects.— If the taxpayer 
is the head of a family, so much of the fuel, provisions, furniture, and 
perso.ial effects in his household, and of the arms for persona! use, live- 
stock, and pou^rry of the taxpayer, as does not exceed $500 in value; 

(3) Books and Tools of a Trade, Business, or Profession,— So many 
of the boo':ts and tools necessary for the trade, business, or profasslon oF 
the taxpayer as do not exceed in the aggregate 5250 in value. 

(4) UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFITS.— Any amount payable to an indi- 
vidual with respect to his unemployment (including any portion thereof 
payable wiih respect to dependents) under an unemployment compensa- 
ticn law of the United States, ct any Stote or Territcry, or of the District 
q': Columbia or of the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico. ' 

(b) APPRA!SAL.~The oFficrar seizing property or the type dsicribed in 
subsection (a) shaii appraise and set aside to the owner the amount of 
such property declared to be exempt. If the t3,i;payer objects at the time 
of the seizure to the valuation fixed by the officer making the seizure, 
the Secretary or K\z delegate shall summon three disinterested Individuals 
who shall m^ke the valuation, 

(c) NO OTHER PROPERTY EXEMPT.— Notwithstanding any other \hvj of 
the United States, no property or rights to property shall be exempt from 
levy other than the property specifically made exempt by subsection (a). 
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
